A race for two vacancies which 
will occur on the Sequoia High 
School District board of trustees 
this year was assured this week, 
with three candidates filing for 
places on the May 21 high school 
district ballot. 

In quick succession, Mrs. Harry 
Caplan of Menlo Park, John Eron- 
asian of Woodside and Walter F. 
Murphy of Redwood City an- 
nounced that they would seek 
seats being vacated by Sequoia 
District Trustees Reidar (‘‘Ray’’) 
Winther and Dr. Ferrall Moore. 

The latter two have indicated 
that they will not be candidates to 
succeed themselves. 

Mrs. Caplan, who has resided 
-in California for the past 34 
years and who has been active 
in Ravenswood School District 
affairs and the P-TA since mov- 
ing into the Sequoia district 
eight years ago, told the Re- 
corder this week that she is fil- 
ing at the urging of friends and 
because of her continuing in- 
terest in the children of the 
area,

Sunday marked another mile- 
stone in the civic life of Menlo 
Park with the dedication of the 


|new Little House in Nealon park. 


This project, sponsored by the 
Peninsula Volunteers, has receiv- 
ed national recognition, and plac- 
es Menlo Park in the forefront of 
civic achievement on still anoth- 
er count. 

We have long since recognized 
the value of organized recreation 
programs for our young people, 
and have such activities for those 
in their 20’s, 30’s and even-40’s. 
But generally our public recrea- 
tion programs are weak in activi- 
ties for those who begin to re- 
quire more sedentary outlets for 
their abilities than softball or 
touch football. 

The Little House provides fa- 
cilities and congenial compan- 
ionship for the creative and so- 
cial activities of those of our 
citizens past their physical 
prime but possessing the men- 
tal qualities that come with ex- 
perience. 

It is inevitable with 
creasing percentage of our popu- 
lation reaching senior status in 
age, with more retirement plans 
in, industry, and with a lowering 
retirement age, that more and 
more attention will be paid to cre- 
ative and recreation programs for 
this group. It will become a gen- 
erally established part of munici- 
pal recreation activity. 

The City of Menlo Park is now 
embarked on such a program. The 
city has furnished the site for Lit- 
tle House. The Peninsula Volun- 
teers have constructed and deed- 
ed to the city the fine new build- 
ing in which the activities are 

/ 

The city has leased back to 
the Volunteers this building at 
a nominal rental for the pur- 
pose of conducting a public re- 
creation program, with the Vol- 
unteers charged with the re- 
sponsibility of conducting it. 
The city council, the city plan- 

ning commission and the city re- 
creation commission have been 
thanked both publicly and pri- 
vately for their assistance in con- 
sumating the present project. 

It is rather, however, for us in 
the city government and for all 
other citizens of Menlo Park to 
thank the Peninsula Volunteers 
for undertaking, financing and 
carrying on this valuable service 
in our city.

ALL-OVER. DESIGN 

An all - over landscape design 
will tie down a house best, and al- 
low the immediate area around 
the house to be the most import- 
ant. 

It is wise to choose plants that 
compliment the house, as well as 
the house compliment 


them. 

Certainly no one would want to 
put pink azaleas against a red 
brick wall. Nor should the beauty 
of the low juniper sabina and 
spring bulbs be lost on a tower- 
ing, narrow house. 

I like to see the graceful abe- 

lia grandiflora soften a sharp 


corner and suggest space 
around the side, the varigated 
pittosporum tobira lighten a 


dark redwood wall, or a small 
flowering tree cast shade, sha- 
dow patterns and add color to 
a hot, white kitchen wall.

Here Talk on 
‘Communist Methods’ 


Stuart R. Ward, prominent lec- 
| turer and author, speaking on 
“How Communists Gain Control 
| of American Organizations,” yes- 
|terday told a capacity audience in 
| the Menlo Park civic center, 

“The most graphic way to un- 
| derstand the actual startling situ- 
tion in the United States today is 
to say that we are faced by the 
| problem of discovering and lock- 
jing up some 24,000 Russian sold- 
|iers, both men and women, who 
,do not wear a uniform, and are 
‘scattered through the entire poli- 
tical, economic, educational and 
|military system of the United 
| States.” 

Ward, detailing numerous me- 
| thods of infiltration into organiza- 
tions, said in part, “Communists 
| specialize in promoting jealousies 
beLween officers of organizations, 
play on the vanities of weak peo- 
| ple who can be flattered or push- 
}ed into doing what the Commun- 
ists want them to do. 

“The Communists are always 
endeavoring to secure control of 
| the president of an organization, 
lof the secretary and of the pro- 
| gram committee in particular. 

“The unfortunate and fear- 
fully difficult problem they pre- 
sent is that they make them- 
selves the best workers and give 
the appearance of being the 
most loyal and hardworking 
members we have.” 

Ward described various Com- 
|munist techniques in attempting 
to control or disrupt meetings of 
oganizations. “Communists are 
trained to ask leading questions 
from the floor, usually prefaced 
by saying, ‘Of course, I am not a 
Communist or in sympathy with 
Communism, but I think that in 
fairness ...’ and then go on to 
give the official Communist line.” 

Other techniques, Ward said. 
include “getting the speaker an 
| gry so that he loses his head and 
throws his case away; making 
false assertions, such as statistics 
which nobody in the room can off- 
hand prove to be wrong on the 
moment: endlessly demanding ‘de- 
finitions’ of what is democracy or 
some other matter; practicing ali 
the tricks of parliamentary law: 
stalling and delaying until other 
members have gone home, anc 
then voting both funds and reso 
lutions in accordance with the 
Communist program.” 

The speaker here listed some of 
the stragetic industries and organ- 
izations in which the Communists 
have made attempts to infiltrate. 

Describing continual Commun- 
ist attempts to gain control of pu- 
blie thought, Ward said, 

“In this connection a favorite 
Communist technique is to pick 
out some flaw of an individual or 
group, or to discover some admit- 
ted error, and eternally play up 
that error, to the end that our 
citizens are hypnotized into think- 
ing only of the error of the indi- 
vidual or agency, and utterly tor- 
get the importance of supporting 
thdeir own protective agencies.” 

Ward appeared in Menlo. Park 
under the sponsorship of the 
South San Mateo county Council 
of Republican Women. Mrs. The- 
odore D. Blake of Menlo Park, 
council vice president, introduced 
Ward to an audience comprising 
both San Mateo and Santa Clara 
county residents.
